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proposed that the Municipal Commissioners should porchage the Baptist Mission tank, and 
enlarge it for the use of the public and for convenience in watering roads, There was some 
delay i in procuring the land of the Baptist Mission, owing to the fact. that it was found more 
extensive on measurement than it was supposcd to be, and some dfficulty in adjusting the 
boundaries occurred. The purchase was completed on the 28th of ary 1870 at a larger 
cost than was originally contemplated, and other land had to be purchased that the exeavation 
might be brought up to the side of the ggand trunk road. The cost. of it stands as follows

‘The purchase of land is the main dillienlty, aud J hope the coming year will see us rid of 
it, for the Gossain family have liberally oflercd to sell at low rates to the commissioners a 
large plot of low land near the railway station, and ag sunn as (he negotiations are vompleted, 
a large tank Will be excavated, and the earth will be used to fill np all holes and pools in 
Brahminpara, Queen street, und the sides of the railway along the new read which has been 
commenced on the side of it. 

The work third in importance executed by the conservancy coolies last year is the clear. 
ing and adjusting’ of the drains of the imperial road, usvslly ealled the grand trank rend, from 
Connagore to Chattra, a f 4 an ps and embankments of the road seem 
to have been neglected for a long period. T rle in the drains and alongside of tho 
road was very dense ; ths drains were full of uu Por this work the municipality in- 
curred considerable expense, which is not to he regretted, Lor now the read presents 2 respeet= 
able appearinee, and the Department of Pablic Works now einploy cavlies to keep the jungle 
down. 

Beaides these works the eonectvaney eoolies were employed in— 

1. Clearing all the main drains in Serampore. 

2. Clearing jungles from private enclosure 

3. Executing earth-works and embankments. 

4. Renewing all the kutcha roads. 

5. Preserving the banks of the Hooghly from the « sucroachments af the river. 

The umeens, besides supervising the coolies, prosecuted all casos instituted under Act IL, 
1864, and the hye-law, the details of these duties, a en further on. 

‘Phe domes during the past year did fair service; they are very idle: their duties were.— 

1, The removal and burial ofall corpses unclaimed by relatives. 

2, The removal and burial of the bodies of animals 

3. The destruction of pariah dogs. 
Lhe vaceinator was appointed under resolution No, 3, passed ata special meeting held on 
the 3rd of Junuary 1870; his services were retained till the middle of March. No returns 
were submitted to the municipal office. He was placed under the direct supervision of thé 
civil surgeon. His operations appear to have been sucecssfal, The nambers vaccinated by him 
as follows :—

The civil surgeon recommended the vaccinator’s services should be dispensed with in 
March, as the weather was too hot to vaccinate

also proposed to place latrines in the most thickly populated districts; a piece of land for the 
burial of night-soil was acquired in a convenient spot.

oflicer’s estimates, in order that, he might keep the police outpos repair. The present 
Vice-Chairman found that no aecounts for the 1 adjustment of these advanees could be pro- 








cured from the district superintcudent, and finally with a view to prevent fiture difficulties on 
the subject ata meeting held on the Gth of August 1869, Mr, Rochfort, district superintendent, 
of police, preposed that the care and maintenance of the outposts be transferred to the come 
missionors; this was resolved on, and the district superintendent refunded Its, 488-9 then in 
his hands on account of repairs of ontposts. Afterwards, at a meeting held on the Sth of 
October 1869, estimates for new outposts at Connagore and Serampore were submitted to 
the commissioners, who sanctioned the immediate conetruction of the Connagore out-post at a 
cost of Rs. 1,04tt-7. This building has been completed ; it is a neat and compact construc- 
tion of brick cemented with mad with a pucka root: the whole is thickly plastered and vory 
substantia 

The outpost is situated on high land, and well raised above the level of the neighbouring 
land, and it is hoped that the police force located at Connagore will enjoy better health than 
before; for it was ow account of the sickness prevalent during last rainy season that the com- 
missioners consented to the heavy expense of the building. The Scrampore outpost: is in 
course of construction, and will be completed before the commencement of the rains, 

'Phe ouses aud the work of the police, under Act ILL. 1864, are given further on. 

Roads,—Under this head the budget of 1869-70, provided the inadequate ‘sum of 
Rs, 2,000 only, more than this was expended in motalling unmetalled roads and lanes. Some 
of these were metalled in consequence of large contributions made by the residents, some of 
which were collected last y 

‘The repairs of motalled roads amonnted to Rs. 2,205-1-6 ; they were urgently required. 

"These heavy disbursements were necessary, chiefly because the roads are narrow and soon 
wear out, The Chattra road, on account of which the heaviest item was tneurred, is very 
narrow and very long, and required thorough repairs throughout. ‘Tue expense on account 
of unmetalled toads has not been great. 

The details of these works are entered in the statement of reecipts and disbursements, 
and the expenditure was met from the general balance in hand; it. has necessarily been great 
owing to the extent of the roads repaired. ‘Tho works were sanctioned after the‘preparation 
of estimates, with detailed specification and in regular form. 

Local Improvements.—Under this head comes the construction and repairs of culverte 
New culverts in various parts of the town to the number of 22 were constructed, 5 were 
repaired. ‘Those built were located with due regard to efficiency and economy, and those 
only were repaired which required repairs, 

Before these works were undertaken, a detailed specification of the work necessary, and 
quality of material to be used, and estimate of value, were drawn up and sanetioned, 

Tke amount expended in the preservation of the river bank was not great, being only 
Rs, 188-5-3 against Rs. 1,500 estimated ; this is owing to the fuct that the sums laid out in 
previous years were cerefully and judiciously expended, 
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Cémpensation for lands has been found a heavy item of expenditure, ts. 1,517-13-6; this 
has been chiefly disbursed on aceount of the land for the municipal tank, for Oxford strect 
extension, a road made by my predecessor, and on account of the lands now being taken up for 
a new road now commenced from the Serampore railway station along the cast side of Ube 
railway to Bydabatty, the object of which is the drainage and coi mey of the lands 
adjacent to the railway which have hitherto been deserted to jungle and stagnant. water; the 
road gives uceess to that part of the town where the fever was most frequent and i) 
year. The road will alko hy degrees abstrb all the traffic from the Bydabatty hit, being ina 
siraight lint casy of access from all parts of Scrampore. 





















A severe cyclone passed over Serampore on the 9h June 1869, and demolished all the 
bazar sheds gnd the pound; it was therefore nevessary to ineur some expense to put then 
in order again, and the opportunity was taken to put the pound and the pound-keeper’s lodge 
on a thoroughly efficient footing, and the bazar sheds were strongly and efficiently erected. 

The main drains of Serampore wore carefully traced out and re-excavated last: rains ; in 
many places where they pass through private premises they had heen completely lost sight of, 
and were filled with rubbish. 











Lighting.—Tho lighting of the town has now grown into an important item of expendi« 
ture. My prededessor, Mr. W. H. Ryland, in the annual report. of this municipality for 1868-69, 
goted in’ parsigraph 10 that the experiment of lighting the town had heen made with suce 


Last year 25 tamps were distributed about the town, and on the [Sth December 1868, 
the commissioners agreed tu sanction an addition of 20 lamps; these lamps were purchased 
erected on the sites selected by the anb-commitice for the purpose at a cost of Rs. 676-1 
and have been used einee the month of December last. ‘The contractor performed | of 
very fairly; he was responsible for the lamps and light at Rs. 4 mouthly for each amp. ‘The 
rates have lately been reduced to Rs, 3-14, 















‘Two or three alterations will be made in the coming year in the sites selected by the sub- 
committee. . 

Watering. —Tho Vheesties of Serampore are as nnprincipled as the meliters; they have 
sed infinite trouble during the year, and their work has been badly performed. The estab- 
lishment consists of 1 jemadar, 1.4 bheestivs, 2 water carts, 

The more important thoroughfares only were watered during the dry season, ‘The only 
system of watering consistent with economy and efficiency is by carts, but before it ean he ine 
troduced 8 pumps must be din the following le: the new tank on the grand 
trunk road, Roy ghat on the upper strand, and godown ghAt on the lowor strand. 

Pound.—The pound has been very profitable, and the commissioners do not grudge the 
expenditure in excess of estimate, The receipts were Rs. $71-21, The disbursements were 
Rs. 389-9-6. 

Nisvellaneous expenditure. —The amount estimated was Rs. 1,200 only, the items actually 
expended show that this estimate did not provide for even a moiety of the inevitable expen- 
diture. ‘The fullowing items of rent and house rate were paid -—

Law charges alone amounted to Rs. 919-15-9, but then this item was re-productive as 
seen from the bther side of the account. 

Another heavy item under this head is the municipal donation to the charitable hospital ; 
this was agreed to by the commissioners at their meeting dated 1Sth December 1868, and 
was sanctioned by Government for six months. ‘he commissioners, ou the 3rd December 1869, 
again sangtioned it, and their resolution was communicated for tho approval of Government, 

Other items under this head do not call for special notice, with the exception of the item 
Rs, 164-4-6 expended on account, of numberins prewises within the municipality. This item 
ought to have been included under the head of local improvements ; it was proposed and 
sanctioned at a full meeting beld on the 11th June 1869; the numbers have all been attached, 
and their accuracy has been tested.

Tt will be seen that the police have nol exhibited an adequate amount of energy. Four 
conservaney overse have elleeted more than three times the amount of work done hy them ; 

is owing to the want of intelligence of the police in the lower grades: they are ignorant 
of what constitutes a nnisanee, the provisions of the law are unknown to them, and they are 
innocent of all knowledge of their own power. 

The form given below shows the number of prosecutions instituted under the law, and the 
results —

The figures are small. The percentage of acquittals and convietions is not favorable to the 
commissioners, cither a failure of justice has ensued or prosecutions have heen instituted with- 
oat due consideration. One mouth the Vice-Chairman had occassion to notice that the 
percentage of convictions on prosecutions was Larely 26. 































The following statement speaks for itself —

It appears from these statements that the municipal agency has neither been mischievous 
ror interfering ; the fines imposed have been light, and the prosecutions few. 
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The health of thotown during tho past year was remarkably unfavorable; parts of the 
town were visited by that eevere epidemic fever which of late years has devastated Bengal. 
The commissioners are fully alive to their duty in alleviating the suffering of the people as far as 
they can; they have shown a lively interest in sanitation, and have always listened to and adopted 
the suggestions of the medical officer, both with respect to the town and with respect to the 
hospital, which has been transferred to their management. By-law No. 19 has been enforced, 
and thereby the creation of new cess pools and stagnant ponds has been prevented, but the 
reclamation of those already in existence will prove a matter of time. 

By-laws.-- After the elapse of more thun two years from the date of submission for con- 
firmation, the By-laws of the Serampore municipality were sanctioned by Government in its 
Jetter No: 8282 dated 11th May 1869 und have been enforced since the date of publication 
in the town, 24tl! February, 3rd and 10th March. 


Records.—Measures are now being taken for the due record and survey of all the 
municipal righte and properties ; hitherto there has been no adequate rezard paid to the records 
of the municipality. 

Burial grounds and burning ghil.—There are four burial grounds in Serampore belonging 
{o the Church 6f England, the Baptist Church, the Roman Catholic Chureh, and to the Mussul- 
man community ; the latter of which is not kept in proper order. The burning ghéts are two 
in number, one the manicipal burning hat, built. during the past year with appurtevane 
cost*of Rs. 1,982-8-6, which appears under the head of local improvements, and the burning ghat 
called by the name of Kalee Baboo, concerning which protracted proceedings took place in 
1868-69, in consequence of which it was declared closed by the Municipal Commissioners ; but 
on the representation of the inhabitants of Serampore it was dec! 
injunction until the accommodation of the municipal burning 


Onlek—The only officers attached to the municipality, to whom credit is due during 
the past year, are the head clerk, “Takoor Dass Chatterjee,” for the enerzy he exhibits and the 
interest he takes in his work ;and the supervisor of works, Grish Chunder Rooder, for the 
intelligonce and stralghtforwardness with which he discharges his duties. 

Tho balunce to the eredit of the municipality at the end of the year was Rs, 1,896-7-64 ; 
it bas been already uppropriated to works during the coming year.

9. Soon after ,the withdrawal of the relief operations an epidemie fever broke ont 
in one part of the storm-stricken country, in the Bagirhaut sub-division. Chere was a similar 
euthreak also in the Khoolneah subedivision about the middlof the yew, With these 
ceptions thé public health on the whole was very fair in this division “during the year. 
There were outbreaks of cholera here and there, specially in Nad Hepox 
cular localities in the latter district ; but there is nothing in the cireumstances which 
call for remark.

No mukhtiars were 
to be propitiated ; no cowrt-fecu were to be paid in stamps or otherwise, the court itself would aupply 
the nevessary paper to the partics; no verification of the cluims was required. Lt was no wonder 
therefore that when notices wore issued under section 3 of the rks supplementary to tho Act, they 
wore regarded by the povple as Ko many licenses for rexcisi erinyy whether fidse or truo.’ The 
court was completely at the moroy of the suitors. It is probable that if the people of Lodhma were 
alone to bo dealt with at the time, thore would have becu infinitely less vesation aud trouble ; but 
the “ Agitators” wore thero—that class of kois, so truthfully deseribed by Colonel Dalton in his 
various reports to the Government of Bengal. 1 must do the justice to the Bhuinhars of Lodhina 
-to say, that thoy did not scem to have taken any active part in the agitation of the Bhuinhari ques 
on which was going on for some yeurs past. None of that perguunal seemed to have gone down to

Calenttn “to state their grievances ;" none there seemed to have thought that-there was no redress at 
the hands of the local anthorities in Chota Nagpore. But unfortunately 1 did not come to Lodlima 
alone; 1 was accompanied by the men imbued with thar “half lend” tradition. They nearly one 
Tiundred in munber, from Sonpur, Basia, Docst, and Khukhra encamped near mo, held councils, 
sent, emissaries in all directions, and in one week's time I could anticipate the tronble then in store 
for me. No one ean justly. blame persons determined hy fiir means to better their condition ; lt 
it was by holding and disscminating doctrines subverséve of ull good Goverment : that these people 
rendered Huusclves obnoxious. ‘The country belonged to the Mundas; they chosg a Hindu king 
merely ter of fancy, and gave to the king leet the worst half of the country for his mainte. 
nunee, reserving the best half for (hemselves: they secur the compact in an everlasting manner, 
by a chanter granted by the king and engraved aaa copper 
phite,® which was still in possession of the Bhuinhars ; but the

the best Janda and {nmned them into manjhins, According, however, to the Chota Nagpore Tenures? 
Act, all manjhias should he vegistered as Bhuinhari, Such quisotie opinions were openly uttered and 
propazated, The local authorities were cavilled at, because they would not act upon such opinions 
because they would not believe that. the zetindars wore invariably as wicked as,they avere represented 
tobe, The effvet of sueh notions was manifest in the claims “which come to be pouring in, Old 
obligations were ignored ; amtnjbins hinds, bills, jungles el trees, were claimed as part of Bhuinhari, 
Tewas demanded, in shori, T should make the Bhuinhars quite independent® of the zemindars, 
‘Where lands were admitted not to be in possession of the claimants, such, lands were invariably lost 
within eight, ten, or twelve years, never heyond the period of limitation’ fixed by law ; as if the 
vemindars hid tirned tyrants since the country came to be under uduinisteation amore vigorous 
than ever, or as if they were in concert with the local ollicexs for depriving the Bhuinhary of their 
lands! for otherwise how could the Bhuinleers have lost se mel property so recently without any 
redbess? While Govermnent money was at stike, it wes painful to have to deal with such claims 
as have been described above, aul, They respectfully to add, that 1 lad sometimes to pass through

G. In the disposal of claims much time is spent in conferring with the people to try, if 
possible, the adjustment of the disputes vanieably. Up to end of March last, such amicuble settle: 
tment has been cffected in sixty-oue cases, Our difficulty arises not only from the fagt that more 
Jands are ustally claimed than a Bhuinhur ix entitle! to, but, also frown the ruther frequent uneer 
tainty as to whethor a Bhuinhar spouks the truth or otherwise: he has a tendeney to prevaricate, 
often unwillin; do exaggerate frets, and to give seve defferent stories of the sume event, if 
interroxated at dillerent times; lence his very simplicity, allied as it is with stoliduess, is apt to 
mislead, and not unfrequently retards rather than assists our work, + 3 s 
-. . * ‘Whatever may be the causes, the Nols, with all their attachment for their 
- annlon to the Ome tig pitiubai rights, are, at least in recent. times, perhaps the 
coe timtos teane thine fae Mest nomadic mee in all India. TL is by no menus the general 

rule that a Kol is born in a village and grows old thore ; some- 

times he docs not lean, or dovs not remember the namo of 
his own futher, In many instanees he is found te have beou away from a village for many yeurs, 
perhaps from his infaney, or he may not have been barn there at all; yet, as if ky intuition, he 
pretends to know the Bhuiulari Jands belonging to his ancestors. I have failed to diseover any fixed 
proportion of Bluinhari lands in any village. Latterly it has become the fashion among the 
‘Bhuinhars of talking about “half” lands, us it is the practice of the zemindars to talk of “ half rent 
and half labor,” in reference to Bhuinhari lands; but the word “half” bas been found to mean in 
Chota Nagpore, not one of two equal portions, but @ portion of a thing only; and tho word conse 
quently becomes a fallacious guide. The Kols have indeed their parkas, or assemblies, like tho 
yrimitive people, almost everywhere in Bengal wud Orissa, ‘The very existence of the assemblies is Likely 
to lead to the belief that accounts of Bhuinhari rights, in all the villages constituting the parka 
urg periodically published there. My experience, however, is that beyond digoussing ‘ rice-boor,” and 
some other matters of less moment, no important business is transactod ina parka. Under all 
these circumstances, it often becomes difficult to ascertain the quantity of Bhuinhari lands in ® 
particular village; aud to this difficulty must be added the want of trained ploadings in my.

7. I wish I may not bo misunderstood. My remarks as to tho unreliableness of the Kols do 
not apply tow considerable nnmber of men whom T have known, and whose aeuaintance has greatly 
couraged me in the prosecution of the work. Thongh some of these men have embraced Chris 
tiunity, such is their moral influence, that they are still ou as good terias with their Hindw ucighbon 
aw ever. . 

8. Another fortunate cireumstinee connected with the disposal of the claims is, that as 
the objections on the part of the zemindiwe haye not been generally very frivolous, I believe thi 
is attributgblo not xo much to the moderation of the zemindars, a8 to the fuct that Lal Laisuath 
Suhi had registered the tenures in the vill h have hitherto come under the operations of the 
Land Tennres’ Act. ‘The Lal's ted by the zemindary asx the sole proof of the 
extond of Bhuinhari lands in a village. 

9. Withsegard to demarcation we have finished 104 villages during the past official year, 
Whon4 mention that in these villures 2006 fickls had to be seprtely demareated with bearings 
and distandes, and that: the suncens have besides prepared sketches of disputed Tauds in 27 villages con. 
taining 1,246 separate fickls, 1 hope tho work will notappe I. ‘The demarcation work is altended, 
as everywhere else, with delays, which arise partly from parties not complying immediately with the 
ordors issiyed. » Fin imposed ow 27 persons, zemind 41 Bhuinhars, [ny most eas 
the consequence was im umplinuee with orders, ronderins the realization of ties umpecess:

15. In the villaye rggister of the tennres I have ade aun attempt to define clearlf the rights of, 
the Bhninkws, Lhave held, with the approval of Goloncl Dalton, that the Byuinhars have heredi- 
tary and transferable interest iv the Bhuinhari lands, which the kndlord can resuine only in execution 
of 2 decree or order of a competent court, This is in opposition to the usual practice of reswningg 
iinbar's bunds, when he leaves a village, with the usual theory of giving him back thé same. on his 
return, and is consequently considered exceptionable by indians. They will not. see that the 
object of the Land Tenures’ Act is to better the enudition of the Bhuinhars, without infringing upon 
just proprictory rights; hut it is impossible to effect this without viokwting. in some meusure, the

17. The Bhiimhars may and do hold rojhas lands, but the landlords aro sxid to threaten, them 
with enhanocments of their rents, or sequestration of their fields. 

18, Claims Inve been made by the Bhuinhurs for exclusive right to hills and jungles. Such 
claims have appeared to me to be simply monstrous. The proprietor of the village alone can have 
proprictory rights iu hills and jungles. But on the other hand, | have given it ont that the Bhuinhars 
cannot be’ denied the prescriptive right of using timber and fuel obtained from jungles in their 
villages for domestic pnrposes. ‘They cannot sell tinaber on their own uccount, 

19. With regard te trees planted on mjhas lands, Colonel Dalton has ruled that wherever the 
Bhuinhurs huve reared sueh trees, they must have done so in their eapucity as ryots, not as Bhuinhars ; 
and that their rights in such trecs would be in no way connected with their Bhuinhari rights and 
titles, Ihave pointed out to the zemindars that the ebject of the new law was not to take an 
inventory of all property, or to record ull the rights belonging to a Bhainhar, and it would not there= 
foro be understood in wiy court thut the Bhninhars had no more thin whut hay ben registered by the 
special Commissioner. 

20, Mhe question of taur, or high lands, to which a Bhuinhar is entitled, is uf more impartance, 
Lal Loknath Suhi did not consider such lands to be Bhuinhuri. His principle was ubsolute, namely, 
that uo extraordinary labor was needed to reelaim the high lands, and that therefore they could not 
be allowed to be held upon the same advantagvous terms as low lands. On the other hand, many 
Vhninbars have claimed all tho ¢ lands in their holdings as their Bhuinbari. In determining this 
question, Fhave been guided Ly T found in some villages that faure had been claimed aud 

_ held from former times ax Ghuinlari; their quantity did not Lear any proportion to the quantity of 
Jow lands held, but they have been held always withont payment of any rent or cosas, Certain 
decisions &f tho late Sad Diwani Adalat show that olaim to faur lands os Bhuinhori have been 
upheld at least fifty yeurs azo, This is the casa certainly in somo villages in porgaynahs Khukhra 
and Udoypore. Ju other pluces, us far'as my enquiries have extended, in pergunnah Lodhma and 
Sonpur, it was found that Bhuinhars held their fater lands as rajahs, for they could not be distingnished 
inany way from tho high lands held by the ordinary ryots.

Reports of the Municipalities in the Patna Division. 

From RB. P, Jenkins, Esq., Commissioner of the Patna Division, to the Secretary to the, 
Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,=(No. 302, dated Camp Gya, ‘the 24th 
August 1470.) 

I dave the honor to forward herewith the administration reports, together with the 
accounts of receipts and disbursements of the several municipalities in this division for the past 
year, The report of the Arrah municipality was not received till the 20th ultimo, and hence 
the delay. 

2, There were, as hitherto, the following municipalities in this division during the 
year under review :— 

I. Patna, I. Gya, IIT. Chupra, 1V. Mozulferpore, V. Darbhanga, VI. Arrah. 

3. The eubjoined table shows the financial results of the municipalities for the year 
under report :—

4. One and all, the raunicipalities appear to have conducted their affairs tolerably cares 
fally and satisfactorily, and the progress of sanitary and other useful measures of improve- 
ment, as Teported by them, is on the whole satisiactory. The chairmen of the Gya and 
Moguffeppore municipalities have Leen requested by me to apply the surplus in their hands to 
some uaefal works, 

5. The Patna municipality have, it will appear, proposed the construction of two new 
works; and asked.for a grant from Government. I have however, pointed out to them that 
Govedament very lately made a yrunt of a lac of rupees from the sale proceeds of the Wahebes 
estates for the improvement of the city, and that they cannot fairly expect any farther 
aseigtance at present. I have, at the same time, requested the chairman to expend a portion 
“the Jarge surplus now remaining to hiv credit in cleaning the pool called Shaikh Mitta

The collection department have latterly 
worked in right earnest, aid have given me satisfaction, notwithstanding the crippling of their 
resources by the abolition of four duffadars in December last. 

6. Estabiishment.—Tir bli per detail, cost Rs. 6,193-10-9; whilst the net 
collection of honse tax only 0 , Shewing a percentage of 104 per cent. This 
establishment will probably continue increasing, as the municipality extends its operations and 
introduces more improvements. ; 

7. Pounds.—There are four pounds in charge of this municipality, and their proceeds were 
meant to augment the municipal income; but it ix now fonnd that, far from contributing 
towards the municipal income, they are not even self-supporting in themselves, und conse- 
quently are a burden to the municipality 

8. Municipal Cases.—There w 7 cases of breach of cor 
cases on the file at the close of the previous year ; of these, 506 ¢ 
81 wore still pending on the 31st March last. The net amount re 
Ra, 617-14-0 to Rs, 407-7-0 of the previous year, showing an increase of Rs, 210-7-0, 

9, Civil —The municipality was sued in the ¢i in 7 cases, and the munici- 
pality instituted 85 cases during the year under report ; of these 85 cases, 84 are still pending, and 
in one a modified decree was obtained. 

10. Stamps.--Stamps to the smount of Re. 210-15-0 were sold on purely municipal 
business. Government: therefore has been benefited to the above amount. ‘i 

Ll. Senitasion—The sanitary eondition of the city is not so satisfactory as is wished. 
Daring the year under report the river Ganges, which used to supply the inhabitants with 
drinking water, bas thrown up a large chur on the north of the city. To all residing in the 
interior of the town, the select wealthy few excepted, this circumstance has been a very great 
misfortune; inasmuch ae they ure precluded from going to the river fur the daily supply of 
fresh water for drinking and other purposes. Cnt off from this great resources the inhabitants 
have resorted to their wells. Considering the fact that—firstly, water in, all the wells is not 
wholesome ; secondly, that the streets in the city are very narrow; and thirdly, the absence 
of drainage, it is not a matter of surprise that cholera or smull-pox periodically breake out with 
more or less virulence. 

12. Improvements.—The exertions of the municipal commissioners are almest paralyzed 
for want of funds ; they cordially co-operate with the Government in all matters of improye- 
ment. They reduced their own expenditure in the very middle of the year to provide funds 
for the new road from Chowk to Patna city station, sanctioned in Government letter No. 2418, 
dated 6th April 1869 ; and although they have paid their moiety in full, they regret to see shat 
the work ig not yet taken up. They ure about to turn the proveeds of the Wauabeo eatstes to 
the best acount by erecting a municipal market on the site of the house of the Wahabee traitors, 
the proceeds of the sale of which supply the funds. 'To remedy the evils of narrow streets, fe., 
above stated, they now contemplate to widen to 40 feet the existing road from Chowksheekpr-' 
pore fannah to Puchimdurwaza, as shown in the accompanying plan. They further oom 
plate to reclaim the pool in the very heart of thecity, known as Skaikk Mitta Gurhi. a 
‘the dry season the inhabitants throw all sorts of fifth into this pool, and being natarally:

handsome feturo on the capital that may now be invested in it ; whilst it be of ‘primary 
importance to the people in the city both as to Lhe supply of drinking wate:and for eafitary 
arposes. . 
acy The,manicipal commissioners beg to urge on the Government to kindly extend the 
grant~in-aid system for the completion of the above works: the municipality will be but toe 
happy to, provid ie a moiety of the estimate, which can be framed as soon as the sanction of the 
Government to the above proposals is known. in eect 
14° Watering.—The whole length of the main road, from Bankipore to the city, is now 
being watered by carts, but want of water is being severcly felt, especially at. this season of 
the year when the wells got dry. , Want of a snflicient number of wells is another drawback, 
The inhabitants do not like to part with the water of their own private wells, It appeate 
that the old welle were sunk at random, without any reference to the lowest water level of the 
Ganges, the cong’quence of which is that many of them are not sufficiently deep to contain 
water all theeyear round, but gradually dry up as the river water recedes after the rains. 
Had n line of levels been taken, then the scarcity of water in the wells at this season of 
the year when it is*most: wanted would not have been felt, A new well is being sunk, wud 
itis in contemplation to sink three more as soon as lands for them ean btained. 

15. Comervancy.—In the suburbs of the city, céz., in the civil station, conservancy has 
been well attended to throughout the year; but in the city it is far from being satisfactory, and 
until sueb time as the present lunes and bye-lancs are widened, so ay to admit. congervauey carts 
into them, I am afraid it will not be so satisfactory ay is wished. To remedy the evil, the 
municipal commissioners have lately constructed some small single Inillock conservancy carts 
for the city, and, their working remains to be seen, Undoubtedly, however, these carts will 
improve the conservancy of the eity a great deal, though not to the extent. I should wish. 

16, Roads —The municipal comn loners have got upwards of 30 miles of road under 
their charge, and with the small amount they can annually allot for them, they are of opinion 
that these roads have been pretty well lovked afier, considering the large reduction in the 
allotment made, in the middie of the working season, réz., in December last, to provide for 
funds for the Chowk road ened in Government letter No, 2418, dated Gth April 1869, 
The expenditure incurred wader this head includes the cost of small drain bridges constructed 
on the streets branching off from the main roud, ‘These were very urgently needed, as tending 
to interfere with the traffic of the neighbourhood. The material used up to date for metalling 
the rouds was Rivelzunge kunkur. ‘This is about to be superseded by stones procured from 
the bed of the river Soane. ‘To ensure thorough consolidation, a coating of Rivelgunge kunkur 
will be put on the surface, so that as this kunkur wears away, the dust of it will fill up the 
interstices of the stones and tend to bind the whole into a solid and eompact mass. 

11. highting-—Daring the year under report, the sum of Rs, 446-14 was expended 
from the savings of the budget to purehase posts and lanterns, &e., as it was decided by the 
municipal commissioners that the main street should be lighted from the Ist instant; the lamps 
(160) have been erected, and the lighting bill commence with the new year. 

18, On the whole, | am of opinion that the commissioners may congratulate themselves 
on having had a fairly euccessul year, and 1 trust that after a perusal of this report you will 
agree with me in so thinking.

IT uave the honor to submit the Municipal Administration Report, called for in yout 
letter No. 136 of the 28th ultimo, 

2 During the past ycar no undertaking of any special interest ort importance wae 
conimenced, the resources of the municipality not being in a state us yet to admit of any 
extensive measures for the improvement. of the town ; but minor conservancy arrangements 
have been attended to, and endeavours have, as fur as means would allow, been made te 
introduce a better state of thi » however, very much to be done, and indeed, 
until a regular system of drainage is efecte ful, the conservaney cannot be entirely satisfactory. 

3. ‘The conservancy has ed out by an establishment of at first 33 domes, subs 
sequently reduced to 26, and 3 burkundazes {reduced in November to one), who work with 13 
bullock carts at an expense of Rs. ‘The municipal ronds have been kept up ab ar 
expense of Rs, 3,043-5-6 ; the main thoroughfares have been in good order. 

4. The rate assesaed for the year was 74 per cent, on the gross amount of the houyt 
rental. Complaints against tie assessment were few, tending to show that the town is not or 
the whole over. -assesscsl, though the rate is the maximum allowed by the Act. The tax it 
colleoted by a staf? of 10 tax collectors, a darogha, 2 naibs, and 2 pyadas, the yearly sexpens 
of collection being Rs. 1,354-13-6, ‘The total sum collected during the year amounted tc 
Rs, 25,227-9e1, leaving a balance to be collected at the close of the year of Hs. 1,722-3. Thit 
includes Rs, 1,180-9-1, arréars for the former year.

5, The health of the town during the past ycar was, on the whole, good, no epidemics 
visited the place, though Lowel complaints prevailed during’ the hot months. ‘The old town 
of Gya suffered less than Sahehgunge. ‘Tho heat during the past year was very great, the 
thermometer ranging in May up to 115° in the shade; many deaths from heat apoplexy ensued 
in consequence. 

‘The receipts for the year ending March 1870 were Rs, 25,650-8-2, and the expenses 
for the same period Rs. 23,812-15-9, leaving a balance in land of Rs. 1, 848-10. 5, whieh Pith 
the balance of the former year of Rs, 9,743-7- 11, makes a total to the oredit of the ‘municipality
